Public works amounting 
to $272,000 to be carried 
out under the $500,000 fed- 
eral loan were approved by 
city council Monday night. 

Work on the projects will 
start immediately. Of this 
amount $194,900 will be 
spent on street and lane 
grading, gravelling, boule- 
varding, curbing and walks 
on a frontage basis; $10,000 
for crossings improvements 
to be borne by the city at 
large, and $68,000 for the 
paving of 100 avenue from 
109 street to 118 street. 
The taxpayers at large will 
bear $37,000 of the cost of 
this paving, the balance 
being taxed on a frontage 
basis. 


It was decided not to deal with 
any projects for which protests 


had been received until further 


representations had been made by 
residents on the streets where the 
proposed construction work was 
to be undertaken. Protests were 
received affecting $64,000 of pro- 
posed public works.

\Ache In Back of Head and 


Neck 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The type of pain which affects the base of 
the head and back of the neck is often described 
as being a peculiar “drawing” type. Usually 
there is a tight sensation which is also noted 
Sometimes patients say that they hear creaking 
or grating sounds plainly, each time that the 
head is turned; others state 
that they feel a throbbing 
beat at the base of the head 
which is disturbing. It often 
happens that if the fingers are 
run up and down the back of 
the neck, several sore, tender 
spots will be found 

The strangest thing about 
this type of ache is that while 
the pain is* localized in the 
back of the neck and head, 
the cause is frequently about 
two feet away from that region, being located 
in the lower part of the abdomen. The organs 
which are most likely to give rise to this kind 
of reflex ache when they become congested or 
irritated are the pelvic organs. The irritation 
may be due to congestion or may be due to a 
falling of the intestines and stomach, which 
exert a downward pressure. If the large intes- 
tine is sluggish and overloaded with waste, this 
may also induce a pressure against the other 
organs of the pelvis, which in turn will show 
itself by the ache in the back of the head and 
neck. 

Another cause of pain in this particular part 
arises when the small bones of the upper spine 
slip out of place. When you find a sore spot 
along the back of your neck that becomes 
tender if pressed with the fingers, it is likely 
that you should have the neck adjusted by a 
doctor who understands the correct method of 
manipulating these bones. If you experience 
almost immediate relief following the manip- 
ulative treatment you may be sure that you 
have found the cause of the trouble. 

In some cases where the neck is very sore 
it may not be possible to adjust the neck 
properly unless some way is found to relax the 
area which is tensed. This relaxing treatment 
may be given by applying heat such as the heat 
from a deep therapy lamp, after which the 
small vertebrae are easily put in place. Once 
in a long time, it will be found that too much 
irritation is present and it is inadvisable to try 
to treat the neck, and the best plan is to wait 
until some of the tenseness or irritation has left, 
at which time the neck may be adjusted. A 
skillful treating doctor will be able to give just 
the right adjustment for making the neck feel

easier. A good rule to remember is that the 
right treatment does not hurt the patient. 
To entirely correct that type of ache which 


centres in the back of the head and neck it is 
first necessary in about 80 per cent of the cases 
to turn the attention to returning the pelvic 
organs to norma]. This occurs more rapidly if 
the fast is used, as the fast aids in reducing a 


mild inflammation or irritation. A treatment 
which helps to relieve the congestion through

be taken for 15 minutes at a time, three times 
a week. In case the large intestine is sluggish,

Dr. R. C. Wallace Gives Stirring Address to National 
Federation of University Women at Monday 
Banquet 


Giving a definitely new and 
clear estimate of the significance 
of education, Dr. Robert C. Wal- 
lace, president of the University 
of Alberta, addressed one hun- 
dred delegates and members of 
the local Women's University 
Club at the banquet arranged for 
the Canadian Federation of Uni- 
versity Women and held in the 
Macdonald hotel on Monday eve- 
nino 

Adult Education” was the 
subject of Dr. Wallace's address, 
and was of special significance to 
these women from across the 
dominion gathering in Edmonton 
for the conference regarding the 
various activities pursued by a 
federation organized primarily 
for the development of interests 
to women of higher education. 

Dr. Wallace opened his address 
by referring to John Stuart Mill's 
treatise on “The Subjection of 
Women.” The great philosopher- 
economist, realized the place for 
women in affairs beyond the home 
through the broad intellectual un- 
derstanding of his own wife. 


WOMEN ARE CONQUERORS 

Today women have conquered the 
fields of the professions, and havir 
entered these fields have not

Recent happenings are a test of 
the adult mind. Dr. Wallace illus- 
trated how the millions of people 
of a nation can be swayed by pro- 
paganda. That in itself is an indict- 
ment of the human mind. Speaking 
of Germany, Italy and Russia, he 
fears the regimenting of thought 
among students, where freedom 
should reign. It is a definite danger 
to liberty, and a menace to intellec- 
tual vigour. The adult mind should 
learn to deal with facts dispassion- 


ately 

Although scientific investigation 
proves that the span of a man’s 
life has been lengthened within 


the past years, yet his independent 
thought and judgment has decreas- 
ed. Dr. Wallace quoted some vital 
Statistics to illustrate what is 
termed as a “breeding-out quality,” 
by which is meant that men and 
women of intellectual ahd cultural 
background that have these quali- 
ties to offer to their children, are 
being overwhelmed in numbers by 
the families of those with less to 
offer to posterity 
CAREER AND MARRIAGE

Study groups are organized in 
many of the clubs, and embraces 
every phase of interest from child 
psychology and home management, 


interior decorating, drama, contem-, 


porary literature, current events to 
history, geography and internation- 
al relations. Many other studies 
occupy the interest of various 
groups as well 

Regular meetings are held in all 
the clubs and social gatherings, 
teas, and receptions are as much a 
part of their program as are the 
lecture meetings when speakers 
are engaged for the discussion of 
pertinent problems of the day

hotel, Monday night. A 

Mr. Wilson remained in 

Edmonton Tuesday and 

Wednesday morning plans 

to leave for a survey of the 

Great Bear Lake district 

and the North-West Terri- 

tories. 

“IT cannot say when the tran-s 
Canada Service will be inaugur- 
ated, or whether it will ever be 
inaugurated, but we are certain- 
ly going ahead with construc- 
tion. The development of such a 
service of course largely depends 
on the financial aspect. That, of 
course, is a matter for the Do- 
minion government to decide. We 
have surveyed the best route 
from an aviation standpoint and 
have gone ahead on that basis. 
Edmonton will be connected to 
the route by a service from Ed- 
monton to Calgary to Lethbridge,” 
Mr. Wilson stated. 

Mr. Wilson is making a_ survey 
trip to the North in order to 
the country and gather information. 
He will visit Fort McMurray, Fort 
Rae, Fort Smith and Great Bear 
Lake. Inspector Ingram 
W. Hale will accompany him. 


WORK IN NORTH 

“The only work that is contem- 
pleted on the northern route is an 
improvement in the landing field 
at Fort Smith. We hope to see this 
done before winter, as it is a nec- 
essary improvement,” Mr. 
replied to a question asked as to 
possible development in the North 

Mr. Wilson expressed his appreci- 
ation of the Municipal airport at 
Cooking Lake. “It is the only one 
of its kind, which is publicly own- 
ed, in Canada, in as much as it has 
landing facilities for aeroplanes 
and seaplanes. It will be of great 
advantage to Edmonton for Great 
Bear Lake traffic. The Edmonton 
Airport is in wonderful condition.

here,” he declared. 
WEATHER DELAY 

Mr. Wilson started for Ireland 


Lake Thursday from Winnipeg and 
arrived here Monday night at about 
7 pm. Owing to bad weather he 
was held up for 36 hours, at Ire- 
land Lake. On the way he stopped 
at God's Lake, Mile 287 on the Hud- 
son Bay Railway, Flin Flon, 
La Ronge, Prince Albert, Leather 
Lake, Saskatoon and Edmonton. As 
far as Saskatoon Mr. Wilson was 
accompanied by Inspector Shields 
of Winnipeg in a Fairchild plane. 
From Saskatoon to Edmonton In- 
spector Ingram, in a Puss Moth, 
accompanied Mr. Wilson. 

After the trip to the north Mr. 
Wilson will continue his trip west 
and will inspect all intermediate 
airports on the Crow’s Nest route 
by road between here and Van- 
couver.
